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LABOR BETTER GET DOWN TO BUSINESS 


There are plenty of business enterprises that are wrecked | 


because those, who own them, fail to attend to their business. | 
Now labor is one of the most gigantic business enterprises 
ever launched by man. The success of organized labor neces- 
sarily must depend upon strict attention to all the details 
involved in its operation. 


Experience, extending over generations, has demonstrated | 
that the only way in which labor does or can really make any 
permanent progress is by exerting constant pressure with every | 
step made forward and the organizations of labor must at all | 
times keep in fit and trim condition to apply, at a moment's | 
notice, whatever pressure may be necessary to hold the gains 
already achieved or to move further ahead. 


Nobody ever handed anything to labor on a silver platter | 
that lasted What labor has gained it struggled and fought | 
to get and whenever the labor movement fails to hold its! 
forces in readiness to apply its entire strength, whenever 
members of organized labor are getting | 
ready ts pay menrendons penalties for such indifference and | 
failure to attend to business. 


Those who were led to believe that under the Recovery | 
Act the workers would automatically get a square deal with- | 
out any effort on their part should by this time be pretty 
thoroughly disillusioned. What the Recovery Act did was to) 
give workingmen a legal right to join a union, which they 
theoretically possessed before, but that did not mean any-| 
thing, as long as employers were permitted to discharge 
employes for exercising that theoretical legal right. What the 
Recovery Act did for labor, which meant most to it was to | 
make it illegal for employers to discharge workers for j joining 
the union or coercing them into joining company unions, | 
or associations that are directed and governed by company | 
officials, who run the business of such company unions at) 
the expense of employes for the benefit and profit of the) 
employer, regardless of the harm or loss that may result to) 
the employes. 


To have a law, which forbids employers to interfere with 
their employes’ right to join a labor union of his own choos- 
ing, is a tremendous asset to labor, provided labor has sense 
enough to get down to business and actually exercise this | 
lawful right. 

But labor should be awake to the fact that the Recovery 
Act automatically goes out of existence this coming June, 
which is only four months away, and unless the organized 
and unorganized workers step a whole lot livelier than they 
have thus far done, they may wake up next June right where | 
they were two years ago. In fact that is the very boat they 
will be in, so far as the law is concerned, unless the Recovery 
Act is extended beyond that time, with section 7-A left as 
it now is worded. 


Unless the unorganized workers get down to business 
now and use their legal right to organize, our lawmakers, in| 
sheer contempt of the workers who failed to attend to their | 
own business, when the government gave them the chance 
to go ahead and organize to run their own affairs, may go to 
opposite extremes and pass laws that will permit employers 
to discriminate against workers who organize just as much 
and as far as they please. Act now, before it is too late. 


LABOR SHOULD DRAFT LABOR LAWS 


Nearly every existing law, which affects labor, presents a 
shining example of the obvious lesson taught, that labor must 
learn to have such legislation drafted by and for labor, if it 
is to get anywhere at all. 


Our statute books are cluttered with a mass of legislation 
in which labor usually gets the worst of it and when labor 
does have the law on its side our courts are conducted in 
such a manner that it usually costs more to obtain justice 
than it is worth after it has been obtained. 


What labor must learn to do is to take the bull by the 
horns at the ballot box and do their stuff then in ways that 
cannot be misunderstood. Fully three-fourths of existing laws 
should be wiped out by repealing them on the ground they 
are special privilege laws and most of the remaining one- 
fourth should be simplified or modified to more fully protect 
the interests of the majority of our people composed of 
workers and farmers. 


Much of the legislation, which has been enacted during 
the present generation, is a farce. The chief reason is that 
both labor and farmers have been asleep on election days | 
and either neglected to vote at all or enough of them went to 
vote for the tools of special privilege to elect them with the | 


result that their kind of legislation now clutters our statute 
books to overflowing. 


When will employed and unemployed workers, debt- 
ridden and dispossessed farmers get wise enough to organize 
both in the political and the economic fields and use their 
right to vote and their right to organize before those rights 
are outlawed and taken completely from them.

PIECE WORK UNDER | 
NRA CODES MUST BE 
COMPUTED EACH WEEK 


The National Industrial Recovery 
board has ruled that payment to em- 
ployes in codified industries on a 
piece work basis must be computed 
on the basis of not more than seven 
consevutive days and must be not 
less than the minimum not less than 
the minimum hourly rate specified in 
the appropriate code multiplied by 
the number of hours worked in the 
period. 


This ruling was contained in an 
interpretation of code provisions ex- 
tending minimum hourly rates of pay 


to piece-work. The text of the in- 
terpretations follows: 
“Under any such provision in any 


code, an employer shall compute the 
minimum compensation payable to 
each piece-work employe on the basis 
of a period of not more than seven 
consecutive days. Each employer 
shall pay to each of his piece-work 
employes for work performed by said 
employe during such period an 
amount not less than the product of 
the minimum hourly rate prescribed 
in said code multiplied by the num- 
ber of hours worked by said employe 
during such period. 

“If any such provision in a code 
as thus applied should work hard- 
ship in any case by reason of pe- 
culiar circumstances or methods of 
operation, the employer affected 
thereby may apply for an exemption 
to such provision.”
